The  Bristol  steamer  brought  here  last  evening  intelligence  of  the  arrival 
of  the  young  Queen  of  Portugal  at  Falmouth.  The  Brazilian  frigate 
Imperatriz  arrived  just  as  the  Bristol  was  getting  under  weigh.  The 
steamer  went  round  the  frigate,  to  ascertain  if  the  Queen  was  on  board, 
and  on  nearing  her,  the  latter  manned  her  yards,  and  the  Queen  appeared 
at  the  cabin  window.  She  was  dressed  in  white,  and  seemed  a  pretty 
interesting  girl.  [The  Queen,  with  her  suite,  and  accompanied  by  the 
Portuguese  and  Brazilian  Ambassadors,  was  to  leave  Falmouth  on  Friday, 
sad  proceed  to  Plymouth,  where  she  will  be  presented  to  the  Portuguese 
refugees  collected  at  that  place.  Hence  it  will  probably  be  eight  or  ten 
days  before  the  Queen  reaches  Loudon.  Nothing  is  yet  positively  known 
of  the  sort  of  reception  intended  for  her  by  Ministers  when  she  arrives,  but 
it  is  generally  supposed  that  one  of  the  Royal  Palaces  will  be  offered  to  her 
and  her  suite  for  a  residence  during  their  stay  in  this  country.] 


with  increased  velocity  throughout  the  country.  Economy,  humanity, 
justice,  are  all  equally  concern^  in  this  question,  which  is  one  of  the  very 
highest  importance  to  society. 

One  of  our  latest  travellers.  Dr  Granville,  gives  some  details  of  the 
Dutch  system  to  which  we  have  alluded.  He  notices  the  Central  House  of 
Correction  at  Ghent,  which  calls,  he  says,  in  an  especial  manner,  for  the 
attention  of  the  traveller.  It  appears  to  be  built  and  conducted,  in  the 
main,  upon  a  plan  that  yean  ago  would  have  been  adopted  in  England,  had 
the  exertions  of  Bcntham  been  seconded  in  the  proper  quarter.—**  The 
building  (says  Dr  Granville)  is  in  the  form  of  a  perfect  octagon,  in  the 
centre  of  which  is  a  spacious  court,  communicating  with  the  different  q)iad- 
rangles  of  the  establishment.  Each  prisoner  sleeps  alone  in  a  small  cell. 
I'here  are  a  certain  number  of  workshops,  which  are  occupied  the  whole 
day  by  the  prisoners,  except  on  Sundays  and  during  the  hours  of  recreation. 
Spinning,  weaving,  wool-carding,  shoe  and  stocking-making,  by  machinery, 
and  other  branches  of  industry  equally  useful,  are  the  principal  occupations 
to  which  all  the  prisoners  are  expected  to  apply  themselves  daily.  To  the 
I  refractory  and  the  unwilling,  solitary  confinement  in  dark  cells  is  assigned, 

I  a  species  of  punishment  found  to  have  the  happiest  effect.  The  articles 
manufactured  are  for  the  use  of  the  army,  navy,  and  colonies,  and  the 
price,  which  is  fixed,  is  paid  by  the  Treasury.  Of  the  total  sum.  Govern- 
roent  retains  five-tenths  in  respect  to  prisoners  condemned  to  what  is  called 
correctionaJ  punishment ;  six-tenths  in  respect  to  those  condemned  under 
martial  law ;  and  seven-tenths  in  regard  to  those  sentenced  to  the  travaux 
forcks.  The  remainder  is  divided  into  two  equal  parts ;  one  of  which  is 
allowed  to  the  prisoners  weekly  for  their  pocket-money ;  and  the  other  goes 
to  form  a  fund,  which  is  delivered  to  the  prisoners  on  their  discharge,  in 
order  that  they  may  have  means  to  settle  themselves  once  more  in  the  world. 
Instructions  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  as  well  as  on  subjects  of 
religion  and  morality,  are  given  to  the  prisoners  of  both  sexes,  and  rewards 
are  bestowed  on  the  industrious  and  the  intelligent.  The  prisoners  giiilty 
of  heinous  offences  are  separated  from  those  who  have  committed  misde¬ 
meanours,  and  the  women,  children,  and  those  advanced  in  years  have 
likewise  distinct  quarters.  For  a  great  number  of  years  this  establishment 
cost  annually  to  Government  60,000  florins,  but  by  the  present  arrangement 
that  expense  has  been  saved.** 

Here  we  see  that,  by  judicious  management,  1,300  criminals  are  punished, 
instructed,  trained  to  useful  habits,  and  rewarded  for  good  conduct,  without 
any  expense  to  the  State ;  while,  in  England,  the  Middlesex  House  of  Cor¬ 
rection,  which  does  not  contain  half  tnis  number  of  prisoners,  costs  the 
county  about  10,000f.  a-year,  without  effecting  a  tithe  of  the  good ! 


CASE  OF  THE  REVEREND  WILLIAM  CRAIG—

The  Edinbiiig^  papers  have  published  some  of  the  Reverend  Wm.  Craig's 
letters  to  Miss  Fergus— a  few  specimens  from  which  may  serve  to  show,— if 
that  be  needful— that  puritanical  professors  bavo  tlieir  infirmities  as  well  as 
those  who  make  no  parade  of  religious  sentiments  I  beg  that  (he  writes) 
—before  I  come  west,  you  will  have  the  bam  in  proper  order,  for  (you  willing) 
it  is  my  wish  to  spend  the  whole  night  in  your  company."—**  Grant  me,  ye 
powers  who  preside  over  the  human  heart  and  who  know  the  lover's  wishes, 
— fpunt  me  the  turf  of  heather  below  the  almost  useless  July  moon  ;  «r, 
when  Boreas  makes  December  dreadful,  the  snug  and  cosy  bam :  in  the 
one  case,  the  heat  of  the  genial  summer  air  ;  and  in  the  other,  that  excited 
by  love's  kindliness.  Grant  me  this,  and  only  one  thing  more,  my  darling's 
smiles  and  favour— and. I  ask  no  more,  nor  company  nor  toddy— [toddy  /J 
—to  make  me  comfortable.  Give  mo  such  situations,  or  give  me  none. 
Condemn  your  milk-and-water  lovers  to  the  parlour,  each  on  a  separate  chair 
and  at  the  modest  distance  from  each  other  of  tbe  round  table.  I  would  have 
no  such  respectability.  Love  whispers  best  its  secret  tale  in  the  dark. 
Close  grasped  together,  the  sweetness  of  the  secret  story  loses  not  its  charm 
by  mixing  with  the  air,  but  is  waited  from  tbe  lips,  yet  mellow  witht  . 
last  and  luscious  kiss,  into  tha  greedy  air— reaches  the  heart  without  ^ 
mediator,  and  takes  effect— it  tells,  if  effect  at  all  be  poaiible." — '*  Love 
not  with  roe  a  shadow  that  can  subsist  on  mritl  repast ;  he  despises  from 
my  hand  the  phantom-food  of  language,  merely  chalked  on  paper — lan¬ 
guage  without  action ;  with  a  voice  more  commanding  than  Hamlet's,  he 
exclaims,  *  Suit  the  word  ta  the  aeffon.*  He  must  (or  1  am  miserable) 
have  kisses  and  squeezes  and  all  the  charms  of  feeli^,  not  imagined  but 
personifled.**— **  Perhaps,  next  week,  1  expect  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  you 
St  home* ;  when,  as  the  good  man  says,  we  shall  see  each  other  *  face  to 
face*— (and,  I  would  hope,  lip  to  lip)—'  and  not  darkly,  m  through  a 
glass.'" 

But  these  effusions,  strange  at  they  are,  coming  from  a  Presbyterian 
Putor,  form  by  no  means  the  wont  feature  in  the  cate  of  the  Reverend 
Wm.  Crtif.  They  were  written  evidently  ander  tbe  impulse  of  strung 
pauion,  tod  "Who,"  is  Solomon  asks,  *' can  love  and  be  wise?"  Thst 
which,  in  our  jndgment,  gives  a  very  dark  view  of  the  character  of  this  Rev. 
Gentlmao,  U  bis  suWquent  treatment  of  the  lady  to  whom  he  had  r 
addressed  these  letters,  which  ceaiained  not  only  this  wsrro  rant,  but  re* 
pealed  allusioQa  to  eenstaacy,"  **  evcrlaating  affection,"  "  the  moment 
they  should  meet  never  again  te  aeparate,"  Ac.

STATE  OF  CANADA. 


Ike  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  Canada  is  a  valuable  docu¬ 
ment,  and  supplies  informatiou  which  will  enable  the  Government,  if  it  be 
dhposetl,  to  remove  the  discontents  of  the  Province. 

ft  will  be  recollected  that  the  main  disputes  which  have  disturbed  Lower 
Csaada  have  arisen  from  the  differences  of  opinion  between  tbe  Legislative 
Council  and  tbe  Assembly — that  is,  between  a  body  which  was  framed  in 
imitition  of  the  House  of  Lords,  and  oue  which  was  formed  in  imitation  of 
our  House  of  Commons.  The  imitations  were  in  both  instances  defective— 
there  was  no  aristocracy,  no  men  of  settled  wealth  and  established  influence 
of  which  to  form  a  House  of  Lords,  and  the  Assembly  or  House  of  Commons 
in  Canada  was  actually  elected  by  the  population,  and  felt  the  power  which 
belongs  to  delegates,  or  actual  representatives  of  the  people  of  a  country. 

In  Lower  Canada  the  Legislative  Councillors,  it  appears,  are  twenty- 
seven,  of  whom  eighteen  are  holders  of  places  dependent  on  the  Crown, 
deriving  all  their  consequence,  and  even  incomes,  from  those  places.  Seven 
of  the  least  dependent  of  the  members  do  not  in  fact  attend. 

With  this  knot  of  place-holders  who  thus  constitute  the  Legislative 
Conncil  (and  some  of  the  same  men  also  form  the  Executive  Council),  the 
Governors  from  time  to  time  have  allied  themselves— naturally  enough, 
since  they  have  found  these  persons  not  only  placed  in  all  offices  of  trust, 
but  probably  the  most  intelligent  and  gentlemanly  men  in  the  Colony.  But 
the  natural  result  of  this  is,  great  offence  to  the  men  who  feel  they  possets 
the  democratical  power  of  the  province,  who^  being  slighted,  excluded  from 
their  share  of  patronage,  and  probably  also  obstructed  in  u^ful  projects, 
have  excited  and  fostered  the  discontents  fur  which  a  compact  knot  of 
place-holders  could  scarcely  fail  to  give  some  occasion. 

The  schism  between  the  Assembly  and  the  Government  has,  perhaps, 
h^niuthe  same  manner  fostered  by  the  Council,  who  have  thus  kept 
vithiu  a  narrower  circle  tbe  favours  of  the  Government. 

It  is  clear  that  this  system— by  which  one  deliberative  body  has  been 
invested  with  pure  democratical  strength,  while  anothor  set  of  men,  of  no 
real  influence,  has  been  interposed  between  it  and  the  Crown,  and  allowed 
to  receive  all  tbe  favours  of  the  Executive,  and  irritate  the  popular  leaders 
pthatsuch  a  system,  if  persevered  in,  must  produce  a  separation  of  Canada 
bon  this  couglry,  and  this  without  any  real  grievances  for  the  people  to 
complain  of ;  for  of  this  as  well  as  of  our  other  position  the  report  con- 
nnea  us. 

It  will  be  melancholy  indeed,  if  the  extreme  benignity  of  this  country 
Itowsrds  Canada  should  ^  frustrated,  and  rendered  pernicious  to  ourselres 
were  blundering.

of  colonial  bondage,  derives  the  weight  to  which  his  private  character  mi^ 
otherwise  entitle  it,  from  his  being  the  proprietor  of  a  thousand  slaves.^”' 
“  Lord  Seaford  professes  to  entertain  views  now  which  are  exactlv  * 
unison  with  those  which  were  formerly  held  by  the  abolitionists.  To 
abolitionists,  however,  at  the  time  he  alleges  them  to  have  held  those  views* 
he  was  stoutly  opposed.  Thirty  years  ago,  it  seems  from  his  statement  of 
their  sentiments,  they  hoped  that  the  effect  of  abolishing  the  slave  trade 
would  be  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  sfaves,  and  a  consequent 
increase  of  the  native  slave  population.  But,  supposing  that  to  haveVea 
the  case,  in  what  way  has  this  hope  been  realized  ?  Instead  of  an  increase 
of  the  population,  the  fact  is,  that  there  has  been  a  progressive  decrease* 
nor  does  his  Lordship  attempt  to  shew  that  the  intensity  and  continuitv  of 
their  labours,  which  were  always  the  great  sources  of  that  decrease  have 
been  diminished,  or  that  women  do  not  still  bear  an  equal  share  with  the 
men,  in  the  exhausting  labours  of  the  field,  under  a  tropical  suu,  and  im¬ 
pelled  by  the  lash  of  the  driver.  Even  in  Jamaica,  where  Lord  Seaford’s 
estates  lie,  and  even  if  the  new  Act  of  1826  had  not  been  disallowed,  eleven 
hours  and  a  half  of  such  labour  might,  by  law,  be  daily  exacted  from  them 
independently  of  a  variety  of  other  offices  which  cannot  be  dispensed  with  * 
and  to  all  this,  during  five  months  of  the  year,  the  toil  of  half  the  nitrlit 
might  still  be  superadded.  And  what  other  results  could  be  expected  from 
such  a  system  than  those  which  have  actually  followed  from  it,  namely,  a 
frightful  waste  of  human  life  ;  and,  in  the  women,  almost  an  extinciion  of 
the  very  powers  of  procreation.  Accordingly,  while  population,  in  every 
other  part  of  the  world,  is  advancing ;  while  the  negro  slaves  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  free  negroes  of  Hayti ;  nay,  while  the  free  negroes  and  peo- 

51e  of  colour  in  our  West  Indian  possessions,  including  the  maroons  of 
amaica,  are  doubling  their  numbers  in  periods  of  from  twenty  to  thirty- 
five  years,  the  colonial  slaves  of  Great  Britain  are  annually  diminishing. 
Among  the  330,000  slaves  of  Jamaica  there  is  a  positive  waste  of  human 
life,  as  compared  either  with  the  free  blacks  of  Hayti,  or  the  negro  slaves  of 
the  United  States,  amounting  to  little  short  of  10,000  human  beings  an¬ 
nually.  And  to  what  can  we  attribute  this  enormous  waste  of  life,  but  to 
the  system  of  oppression  under  which  they  groan  ? 

“  We  are  perfectly  ready  to  yield  to  Lord  Seaford  the  fullest  credit  for  an 
earnest  desire  to  promote  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  his  own  slaves. 
And  yet  is  it  possible  for  us  wholly  to  overlook  the  results  of  the  coloulal 
system,  even  as  it  is  administered,  under  his  directions,  by  stiModl^ 
agents,  at  a  distance  of  some  thousand  miles  from  bis  own  immediate  in* 
spection  and  effectual  controul  ?  Tlie  following  appear  to  be  the  returns  of 
the  slave  population,  on  three  estates  belonging  to  his  Lordship,  between 
the  month  of  March  1820,  and  the  month  of  March  1824

Crai^,  and  seen  what  his  conduct  had  been  to  Miss  Fergus, — to  say  nothing 
of  bis  intercourse  with  Miss  Jameson,— >how  it  is,  we  ask,  they  c<>uld  think 
that  such  a  person  could  possibly  become  again  the  Pastor  of  their  conpe- 
gation  ? — how  they  could  suppose  that,  because  he  had  submitted  to  their 
rebuke  and  pronounced  a  lip-repentance,  he  was  still  a  fit  monitor  of  youth, 
a  useful  teacher  of  morality,  a  kind  consoler  of  the  afiBicted !  This  last  let¬ 
ter  to  Miss  Fergus  is  one  which,  it  seems  to  us,  no  man  of  veracity,  of  hu¬ 
manity,  or  even  of  common  feeling,  could  have  written  to  a  woman  with 
whom  he  had  so  long  kept  up  an  intercourse  of  the  kind.  It  exhibits  a 
hardness  of  beait,  and  a  pettimgging  spirit  of  evasion,  utterly  incompatible 
with  those  amiable  and  generous  sentiments  which  can  alone  render  a 
teacher  useful  or  respectable. 

The  Relief  Congregation  of  Dalkeith,  it  would  seem,  think  otherwise — 
they  can  listen  with  satisfaction  to  this  amorous  bible-quoter,  this  habitual 
seducer,  this  violator  of  at  least  implied  engagements,  this  unmanly  repulser 
of  his  n^Iected  victim— they  can  patiently  hear  him  bold  forth  up()a  single- 
roindedness,  good  faith,  sobriety  of  life,  chastity,  upciu  that  charity  which 
suffereth  long  and  is  kind,  upon,  in  fine,  the  divine  injunctions  to  love  one 
another  and  to  do  as  we  would  be  done  by !  Yes;  it  appears  that  they  can 
do  this,  although  one  should  imagine  that  the  very  sight  of  such  a  man  hold¬ 
ing  forth  from  a  pulpit,  would  make  their  ears  tingle  and  their  hearts  beat 
with  shame  and  indignation. 

But  be  is  **  a  repentant  sinner,**  it  is  said.  What  proof  can  there  be  of 
his  repentance  ?  lie  says  so — and  so  does  almost  every  detected  offender, 
who  desires  to  escape  the  natural  consequences  of  his  misconduct.  But  by 
what  sudden  miracle  has  his  heart  been  softened,  his  sentiments  elevatecl, 
his  soul  purified  T  **  Can  the  Ethiopian  change  his  skin,  or  the  leopard  his 
spots!'*  A  wish  to  stand  well  with  the  world,  the  desire  of  professional 
gain,  may  readily  produce  an  earned  avowal  of  contrition ;  but  a  certain 
line  of  conduct  ana  time  can  alone  indicate  the  probability  of  its  genuine¬ 
ness,  and  make  it  appear  likely  that  the  vice  of  hypocrisy  has  not  also  been 
added  to  the  other  sins  of  this  Reverend  Offender. 

The  Morning  Chronicle^  noticing  the  extraordinai^  conduct  of  Mr 
Craig's  supporters,  makes  the  following  remarks:— *<  Clergymen  are  not 
more  exempted  than  other  men  from  the  failings  of  humanity’;  and  as  no 
conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  the  case  of  an  Individ uaJ,  we  should  not 
have  adverted  to  it  but  for  the  peculiarity  of  the  high  band  with  which  bis 
Clerical  brethren  have  carried  nim  through  his  troubles.  The  worst  part  of 
the  business  is  the  exposi  we  extrset  from  the  Edinburgh  Weskly  Chro¬ 
nicle,  It  appears  from  it,  that  to  make  sure  of  a  convenient  decision,  the 
Clergymen  in  the  interest  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Craig  actually  met  on  a  Tues¬ 
day  instead  of  Thursday,  which  had  been  fixed, on:  and  went  so  far  as  to 
falsify  the  Record,  by  afterwards  altering  it  from  Thursday  to  Tuesday. 
The  Rev.  Gentleman,  for  his  delinquencies,  was  suspended  for  sia  weeks.— 
We  remember  a  case  in  which  a  beneficed  Clergyman,  in  one  of  the  largest 
towns  in  England,  having  been  detected  in  a  paw-paw  business,  through 
the  ofiiciousneu  of  his  banker,  who  suspected  that  a  young  lady  who  pre¬ 
sented  a  check  had  come  dishonestly  by  it,  was  suspended  for  two  years. 
But  mark  the  progress  of  liberality.  The  genuine  representatives  of  the 
old  Puritans  are  now  so  much  more  liberal  than  the  daughter  of  old  Scarlet, 
as  they  used  to  term  the  Church  of  England,  that  while  the  latter  punished 
one  comparatively  harmless  peccadillo  with  a  two  years*  suspension,  the 
northern  Puritans  make  almost  nothing  of  a  desperate  load  of  sins.— Shade 
of  John  Knox,  behold  thy  children  (** 


**  These  returns  exhibit  a  decrease,  in  four  years,  of  fifty  lives,  or  nearljr  fire 
and  a  half  per  cent.,  being  at  the  rate  of  a  little  more  than  one  and  a  half  pn 
cent  per  annum.  If,  during  that  period,  his  slaves  had  increased  ool;  ia 
the  proportion  of  the  Maroons,  who  reside  in  their  immediate  vicioitjr,  tkat 
is  to  say,  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent,  per  annum,  they  would  have  grown  |« 
1000.  Instead  of  this  they  have  decreased  to  875,  being  a  difference,  in 
four  years,  of  12.5,  or  from  a  seventh  to  an  eighth  of  the  whole.

tionists  ?  They  have  long  since  vanished,  and  it  is  with  deep  regret,  w

full  circuIatioD ;  that  the  names  of  wealthy  and  nobly-connected  females 
eftn  are  not  spared ;  and  that  fresh  exposures  are  daily  threatened.  The 
Courts  of  Law,  th^fore.  will  probably  be  again  appealed  to,  and  the 
greedy  appetite  for  scandal  will  be  indulged  in  another  rich  feast,— all, 
truly,  for  the  express  support  of  private  and  public  morality ! 

Mr  Long  Wellesley,  wc  nnderstand,  insists  that,  for  sufficient  reasons 
which  he  has  offered,  hia  daughter  should  be  removed  from  the  hands  of 
the  Mines  Long.  He  objects  to  the  guardians  for  his  children  which  the 
Poke  of  Wellington  has  proposed,— namely,  the  Duchess  of  Wellington, 
aod  his  table  fnend  and  late  major-domo.  Sir  Colin  Campbell.  It  does 
iodeed  seem  strange,  that  his  Grace  should  decline  taking  upon  himself 
the  office  of  guardian,  and  yet  recommend  two  persons  to  fill  it  who  are 
completely  under  his  influence  and  about  bis  person.  Would  he  not  have

It  is  clear,  that  if  the 
persons  named  are  appointed,  the  Duke  will  in  fact  be  the  guardian  of  Mr 
Long  Wellesley's  cnildren.  Now  they  have  been  removed  from  their 
fitber,on  the  ground  of  his  dissipated  character,  in  order  that,  as  my  Lord 
Eldon  said,  they  might  not  be  exposed  to  bad  example.  If  the  Duke's 
proposed  guardianship  be  adopted,  are  we  to  conclude  that  his  Grace  is 
considered  as  good  a  reader  of  great  moral  lessons  "  to  children  in  private 
life,  as  be  deemed  himself  to  be  to  the  French  nation  ? 

To  us,  the  most  disa^eeable  feature  in  Mr  Long  Wellesley's  case  was 
bis  marrying  a  lady,  whose  only  apparent  attraction  being  great  wealth— 
(unless,  indeed,  her  affection  for  him  is  to  be  considered  as  one)— it  could 
not  be  expected  that  he  would  feel  much  attached  to  her.  Such  marriages 
rarely  produce  happiness,  though  they  are  as  common  as  lying.  But  when 
we  constantly  see,  in  the  very  highest  quarters,  regal  in  particular,  alli¬ 
ances  contracted  on  the  ground  of  convenience,  not  of  affection,  and  daily 
witness  the  natural  fruit  of  such  ties,— namely,  domestic  uuhappiness, 
estrangement,  and  the  formation  of  illegal  connexions — when  ue  know 
that  fathers  of  families  notoriously  as  dissipated  (to  say  the  least)  as 
Mr  I^Dg  Wallesley  was  shown  lobe, — allowing  that  all  that  was  alleged 
against  him  was  true, — are  left  in  the  undisputed  guardianship  of  their 
children,  employed  in  high  stations,  received  at  Court,  visited,  caressed, 
eniogised,  and  even  prayed  for  in  the  churches — when  we  behold  all  this, 
ae  cauDot  bnt  be  disgusted  at  the  partial  exercise  of  power  on  this  occasion, 
and  believe  that  Mr  Long  Wellesley  has  been  the  victim  of  much  public 
cant  sn^Lmore  private  malice.  • 

Tbat^yroani — perhaps  one  of  the  most  bigoted,  intolerant,  grasping, 
and  psrty*  spirited  in  the  nation,— should  possets  the  power  to  anpnrate 
parents  from  their  children,  appears  to  us  pregnant  with  danger.  In  all 
the  previous  cases  that  have  'come  to  our  knowledge,  the  exercise  of  it  hat 
h^  productive  of  much  individual  misery  snd  general  scandal,  unroixed 
with  a  single  particle  of-  good.  Does  this  one  of  Mr  L.  Wellesley's,  with 
its  put  and  present  exposures,  its  perp^uation  of  family  feuds,  its  dissolu¬ 
tion  of  the  dearest  natural  ties,  and  its  probable  effects  upon  the  parent, 
the  children,  and  I  be  public,  form  an  exception  ?  Wo  think  not ;  for  no  diui- 
p^ed  father  will  be'amended  by  these  rare  and  partial  punishments  :  the 
childrtn,  in  foot,  connW  be  placed  out  of  the  influence  of  their  parent's  bad 
eismple ;  and  the  public  morals  certsiuly  will  not  be  improved  by  minute 
details  of  private  licentiousness,— 

That  whisper  and  conspire  'gainst  virgin  youth." 
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French  Theatre. 

On  Wednesday  evening  Monsieur  Chedel  the  manager  of  this 
little  company  took  his  benefit.  The  reason  stated  in  the  Vills  for  hia 
making  so  early  a  demand  upon  the  liberality  of  the  public,  was,  that 
he  might  indemnify  himself  for  the  information  laid  against  him  for 
having  performed  the  little  comedy  of  “  Brueys  et  Palapral''  without 
music ;  which  being  a  departure  from  the  letter  of  his  licence,  he  was 
fined  in  a  heavy  penalty.  Monsieur  Chedel  will  have  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  appeal  he  made  to  the  public,  for  he  had*  a  full 
audience,  a  result  sufliciently  expressing  the  general  opinion  of  so 
poor-spirited  and  unwise  a  persecution.  The  manager  has  only  to 
exert  himself  in  bringing  forward  as  much  novelty  and  variety  of  en¬ 
tertainment  as  possible,  at  the  same  time  to  introduce  higher  talent  to 
fill  the  subordinate  characters — for  at  present  he  has  some  complete 
novices  in  his  company — and  his  receipts  will  correspond  with  the 
improvement.  On  the  evening  in  question  we  were  amused  with  two 
characters  which  Monsieur  Bouciicz  sustained — the  cynosure  of 
this  small  hemisphere  :  viz.  Franccrur  in  the  Mariage  d  la  HuuuardCf 
and  Palaprat  in  the  piece  of  that  name.  Franccrur  is  a  private  of 
hussars,  who  asks  permission  of  his  Colonel  (Monsieur  Lamarre} 
to  marry  Zerbini  (Mademoiselle  Linse)  and  is  refused.  The  girl 
applies  for  a  similar  license  to  the  Countess,  her  mistress,  (Madlle. 
Corn  ELI  e),  who  also  rejects  her  petition,  at  the  same  time  edifying 
her  with  a  treatise  on  the  advantages  of  living  in  single  blessed¬ 
ness,"  herself  being  a  choice  example.  At  night  however  our  hussar 
scales  the  wall  of  his  quarters,  and  presents  himself  at  the  window  of 
his  mistress:  during  their  ccnversalion  they  are  disturbed  by  the 
meeting  of  the  Colonel  and  the  devotee  Countess,  who  have  come  upon 
the  same  errand,  and  sit  under  the  tree  into  which  Franccrur  has  made 
his  escape.  The  tender  intercourse  of  these  two  trenching  much 
upon  the  patience  of  **  private  Franconur^*  he  surprises  and  breaks  up 
the  party,  by  violently  agitating  the  tree  over  their  heads;  when  in  the 
hurry  of  flight  the  Colonel  leaves  his  foraging  cap,  and  the  Countess 
her  hat.  11118  the  soldier  gives  to  Zethini^  and  with  the  other  the  next 
morning  he  appears  invested  before  his  Colonel,  when  an  ecUircisse- 
ment  of  course  ensues,  and  the  wishes  of  each  party  are  gratified. 

BrueM  and  Palaprat  are  two  attached  friends  and  brother  drama¬ 
tists.  They  are  poor  even  to  desperation.  While  Bruits  (Monsieur 
Eugene)  has  gone  out  with  a  friend,  an  officer  comes  to  arrest  him 
for  debt;  Palaprat  personates  his  friend  and  accompanies  the  bailifTs 
attendant  to  prison.  While  the  officer  is  taking  an  inventory  of  their 
furniture,  which  consists  of  two  tables  and  three  chairs,  a  stranger,  to 
whom  Palaprat  had  formerly  rendered  some  disinterested  service,  and 
who  had  been  engaged  to  dine  with  him,  appears,  lie  mistakes  the 
officer  for  an  author,  when  a  pleasant  equivoque  ensues :  upon  looking, 
however,  at  the  MS.  he  has  requested  to  peruse,  his  occupation  and 
the  purpose  of  his  visit  are  discovered.  He  immediately  discharges 
the  debt,  aod  signs  an  order  to  that  effect  upon  the  inventory,  when 
the  unknown  guest  turns  out  to  be  the  Duke  de  Vendome,  llie  'par¬ 
ties,  as  may  be  supposed,  now  see  an  end  of  their  pecuniary  difficul¬ 
ties,  for  their  friend  provides  tliem  with  a  comfortable  asylum.  Dou¬ 
gh  tz*  personation  of  the  Huzzar  was  an  excellent  illusion,  both  as  to 
dress  and  performance.  The  former,  you  would  suppose  he  had  worn 
through  a  campaign ;  and  in  the  latter,  that  he  had  been  bom  and 
bred  in  a  barrack.  Ilis  song  upon  his  Arst  entrance  was  delivered 
with  the  true  canteen  twang— loud,  rough,  and  militant.  Hia  manner 
is  frank,  which  likewise  favoured  his  personation  of  Palaprat, 

The  manager  would  do  well  to  consult  the  restless  and  impatient 
character  of  our  countrymen,  by  not  allowing  so  merciful  a  relaxation 
to  the  performers  between  the  representations. 

Lb  Petit  Laeary. 

They  who  indicate  in  any  degree  the  organ  of  **  Constructiveness," 
will  do  well  to  attend  the  above  exhibition,  which  ta  open  every  night 
to  the  public  at  (he  Argyle  Rooms :  and  they  in  whom  the  very  useful 
prominence  of  Philoprogenitiveness"  ia  developed,  cannot  fail  to 
give  their  offspring  a  treat  after  having  witnessed  the  entertainment 
themselves.  In  good  earnest,  it  is  the  prettiest  as  well  as  the  com- 
pletest  specimen  of  theatrical  mechanism  our  eyes  ever  beheld.  The 
actors  are  puppets  two  feet  high,  who  deport  themselves  with  decorum 
and  precision,  “  suiting  the  action  to  the  word"  spoken.  The  Harle¬ 
quin  is  a  feUow  of  genuine  humour,  and  his  petite  Jemme  not  so 
exclusive  in  her  attachments  as  the  Columbines  of  old  tiime.  Then 
there  are  transformat iona  and  multiplications  of  the  species  andden  as 
thought,  and  enough  to  make  the  hair  of  Mr  Malthus  to  stand  on  end, 
Crot^dilft  turn  into  ttblef,  lanterns  into  borseSf  and  old  gentlemen 
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.  Sri  Jol^  Carr  rediujjitms/  like  that  worthy  knight  itinerant,  Doctor 
uraoviUe  is  addicted  to  the  most  fulsome  parenthetical  praise  of  every 
P*non  of  condition  whom  he  has  the  bliss  to  associate  with  in  bis 
iJsveU,  Hit  book  is  indeed  a  perfect  “  academy  of  compliments." 
As  rate,  there  are,  we  verily  believe,  as  the  title  boasts,  seventy  en- 
raviogt  in  it,  and  about  1,400  pages  of  print,  which  have  wearied 
y  ^es  without  leaving  a  trace  on  our  memories.  The  author  treats 
^  all  sorts  of  things,  but  in  such  a  way  as  to  create  no  impression, 
that  is,  of  his  own  inordinate  self  complacency.  Seldom 
encountered  an  author  who  has  seemed  more  pene- 
•  persuasion  of  his  own  merits,  and  occasionally  he  disports 
JJ^lf  with  a  wanton  gaiety  of  conceit  which  we  can  only  liken  to 
u^airi  of  a  vain  coquette  before  a  looking  glass.  The  Doctor's  sim- 
^  imagined  archness  and  drollery  are  to  the  last  degree 
bat  unfortunately  the  absurdity  is  scarcely  of  a  laughable 
ia*  *1  ^  ^  ooibing  in  the  world  which  has  not  its  use,  except- 

Gwemroent,  which  has  only  its  abtue,  we  sup- 
jjJJ* ^  •••••  in  the  hoich-podge  of  matter  ooippo- 
Sf  *^®^®*^*  book,  but  on  examining  the  state  of  our  own  ninds 
y  we  canoot  trace  the  impression  of  a  new  idea,  or  an 
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and  old  ladies  mav  be  called  "  legion,  for  they  are  many.''  A  High¬ 
lander  dances  a  fling,  which  would  give  any  Cameronian  the  jaundice 
for  envy ;  a  Sailor  toes-and-heels  it,  and  lock-steps  and  straddles  as 
well  as  the  trimmest  on  the  fore-castle;  and  neither  Brocard,  nor 
that  other,  lifts  her  leg  higher,  and  with  a  cooler  contei^t  of  decency, 
than  these  premitret  artistei  of  Monsieur  Maffey.  The  last  scene, 
representing  a  view  of  St  Sebastian,  is  indeed  a  surprising  exhibition 
of  complicated  machinery ;  ships  are  sailing  in  all  directions,  even 
upon  tlie  verge  of  the  horizon,  hull-down,  and  no  larger  than  gnats : 
horses,  donkies,  market-carts,  horsemen,  bear-master  and  bear,  with 
an  &CC.  as  long  as  one  of  Rabelais’  lists,  pass  to  and  fro  in  the  fore¬ 
ground.  Over  a  bridge  connecting  with  the  fort  in  the  distance, 
objects  almost  too  minute  for  unaided  vision  are  crossing  and  recross¬ 
ing  :  vessels  Are  salutes  to  the  fort,  and  the  fort  answers  them ;  the 
report  of  the  latter  is  longer  in  reaching  the  ear  than  the  former,  on 
account  of  the  variation  in  distance,  and  the  sound  is  modiAed  and 
mimicked  with  a  precision,  that  exalts  this  minute  and  apparent 
trifling  into  a  respectability  superior  to  its  pretensions. 

The  females  who  attend  places  for  public  amusement  are  no  more 
justifled  in  doing  so  in  those  preposterous  bonnets,  and  keeping  them 
on,  in  defiance  of  the  reasonable  remonstrance  of  the  people  who  are 
unfortunately  seated  behind  them,  than  it  would  be  for  a  person  to 
keep  his  umbrella  up  because  he  came  with  it  in  that  position  to  the 
theatre  for  convenience*  sake.  If  those  who  are  so  incommoded  and 
refused  redress,  were  uniformly  to  stand  up,  upon  the  plea  that  they 
paid  their  money  for  a  theatrical,  and  not  a  millinery  spectacle,  the 
nuisance  might  be  abated,

WEEKLY  COMMERCIAL  REPORT. 

We  adverted  last  week  to  the  state  of  the  Corn  market,  and  have  now  to 
report  a  further  riae  of  Si.  in  Ute  price  ef  Wheal.  Old  Xiogliah  Wheal 
has  been  sold  this  day  as  high  as  100#.  per  quarter,  and  a  report  has  been 
current  that  the  preatral  Corn  Law  will  1m  suspended,  or  modified  so  is  to 
idmit  the  inUoduciioo  of  fuieiga  Wheat  at  a  lowei  duty.  Should  this 


report  be  correct,  the  sagacity  of  the  Legislature  in  framing  a  Bill  which^ 
less  than  six  months  requires  so  material  an  amendment,  will  be  ttrikiiwl 
evident.  But  to  lower  the  duty  is  one.  thing — to  obtain  a  supply  anothe  ^ 
and  if  there  be  as  much  truth  in  Mr  Jacob’s  estimate  of  750,0%  quarters^"* 
the  whole  of  the  stock  of  Corn  remaining  on  hand  previous  to  the  com* 
mencemeot  of  the  harvest, — as  in  the  fact  of  the  Northern  ports  hivinj 
been  drained  by  the  demand  for  France— it  is  probable  that  with  our  ow** 
deficient  harvest,  we  may  find  the  tardy  measures  of  our  Ministers  in  te\ii 
ing  the  present  iniquitous  system,  too  late  to  be  availing. 

There  is  no  new  feature  in  commerce  this  week,  though  from  the  advance 
in  the  Com  markets  some  speculation  in  produce  may  perhaps  be  anticipated 

In  our  Colonial  market,  Sugars  are  aull,  the  demand  being  limited  to 
good  and  fine  qualities,  which  are  rather  scarce. 

Coffee,  however,  has  been  bought  this  week,  at  rather  improving  prices* 
Dominica,  in  particular,  has  attracted  greater  notice,  both  for  home  con¬ 
sumption  and  for  shipment.  Of  foreign  Cofifee,  the  demand  has  been  prin* 
cipally  for  cargoes  of  St  Domingo  afloat,  deliverable  at  continental  ports. 

The  Government  contract  for  100,000  gallons  Leeward  Island  £iin  was 
taken  at  about  2t.  Ifd. ;  the  inquiry  both  for  Leewards  and  Jamaica  has 
since  been  less  lively. 

Some  speculators  in  Indigo  have  bought  about  1,500  chests  of  Ben<^} 
at  3d.  to  6d,  advance  on  the  last  East  India  Sale  prices.  By  the  lut  ad-’ 
vices  from  Calcutta,  which  are  up  to  the  middle  of  April,  the  accounts  of 
the  crop  of  Indigo  were  rather  unfavourable. 

Purchases  of  Surat  Cotton  are  made  to  some  extent  for  shipment. 

Rice  has  also  been  in  demand,  at  improved  prices,  and  the  rite  in  th« 
Corn  market  is  in  favour  of  a  further  advance. 

In  Baltic  Produce,  there  is  again  little  acUvity.  Tallow  is  rather  lower, 
Hemp  and  Flax  unvaried. 

The  stocks  on  baud  of  most  articles  of  Colonial  Produce,  and  of  all  the 
principal  ones,  exhibit  no  falling  off  as  compared  with  last  year’s,  and  con¬ 
sequently  afford  little  ground  on  this  account  for  immediate  or  extensive 
speculation.  Tlie  interest  of  roonev,  however,  continues  exceedingly  low, 
and  the  difficulty  of  profitably  empfoying  capital  as  great  as  ever. 

The  new  St  Katherine’s  Doclu,  which  nave  been  completed  with  m 
much  rapidity,  will  be  opened  next  month. 

THE  FUNDS. 

During  the  eariy  part  of  the  week  the  price  of  Consols  was  steady,  ud 
though  there  has  since  been  no  variation  of  conseqaence,  they  have  rather 
shewn  a  tendency  to  decline,  since  the  rise  in  the  Corn  Market,  increased, 
perhaps,  in  some  degree  by  the  rumours  that  has  been  afloat  of  the  intended 
blockade  of  the  Dardanelles  by  the  Russian  fleet,  which,  if  verihed,  woald 
be  a  eontraventiun  of  the  agreement  with  the  Russian  Autocrat  alluded  to  is 
our  king’s  speech  on  closing  the  last  session.  Consols  opened  this  mornis^ 
at  87^  88  ;  they  are  now  87| ;  the  4  per  Cents  are  102^  t  Exchequer  Biih 
76  77  ;  India  ^iids  92  94.  Tn  foreign  stocks  there  has  been  some  liub 
activity  this  week.  Russian  has  been  supported,  in  spite  of  the  unfavourable 
tenour  of  the  last  Russian  bulletins,  and  in  the  face  of  a  new  Russian  loan, 
of  one  and  a  half  millions  contracted  in  Holland.  It  is  now  94^  ^  j  Pon 
tuguese  Bonds  have  improved,  about  percent.,  since  the  announcement 
of  the  Queen’s  arrival  at  Falmouth.  Spanish  bonds  have  declined,  nothisf 
more  being  said  about  the  arrangement  respecting  the  Loans.  In  South 
American  Stocks,  Chilian  Bonds  have  advanced  to  31,  in  consequence  rf 
expectation  of  money  for  the  dividends.  A  Mexicon  packet  arrived  ibii 
morning,  and  the  Blossom  from  Rio  Janeiro^  but  the  infurmation  they  bring  n 
not  of  public  interest.

Bulletins  have  at  length  arrived,  explanatory  of  the  repeated 
reverses  of  the  Russians  before  Shouidla  and  Varna,  and  in  Wal- 
Ischia;  the  substance  of  which  so  far  tallies  with  the  previous 
unofficial  accounts,  that  considerable  checks  are  acknowledged  to 
have  been  received.  On  the  night  of  the  25th  August,  the  Turks,  it 
appears,  made  a  simultaneous  attack  on  the  division  of  General 
RcDioia,  who,  it  will  be  recollected,  had  taken  an  advanced  posi- 
tioo  at  Etki  Stamboul ;  and  on  both  the  wings  of  the  main  army 
before  Shoumla.  The  result,  in  the  first  instance,  was  a  repulse  of 
the  Turks,  but  under  such  circumstances,  that  it  was  deemed  neces- 
ga7  for  General  Rudiger  to  fall  back  on  the  ratin  army, — a  retreat 
of  which  the  enemy  took  immediate  advantage,  by  throwing  rein¬ 
forcements  and  provisions  into  the  neighbouring  fortress.  On  the  right 
wing,  aided  by  a  storm,  a  body  of  Turkish  cavalry  contrived  to  sor^ 
prise  a  redoubt  and  capture  six  pieces  of  cannon.  The  redoubt,  but ; 
not  the  cannon,  was  recovered  with  considerable  bloodshed,  the  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Division,  General  Wrede,  who  is  blamed  for  neglect, 
being  one  of  the  slain,  as  also  a  colonel  of  cavalry.  The  Russians 
report  the  loss  on  this  occasion  at  163  killed  and  424  wounded.  The 
attack  on  the  left  wing  was  with'  a  view  to  get  possession  of  the 
Russian  hospital  and  baggage  waggons,  stationed  in  a  village  called 
Marasch.  It  was  made  by  a  considerable  body  of  Turks,  whom  the 
Russians  repulsed  with  the  acknowledged  loss  of  300  men,  and  one 
piece  of  cannon.  Besides  these  offensive  operations  by  the  Turks 
before  Shoumla,  they  have  made  several  vigorous  sallies  out  of  Varna. 
Afler  the  attack  on  the  21st  August,  in  which  Prince  Mbnzikoff  was 
wounded,  the  works  were  carried  on  before  the  place  with  great 
activity,  and  a  new  battery  of  five  mortars  was  opened  against  it  on 
the  evening  of  the  26th,  which  produced  great  execution.  This 
induced  the  enemy  to  make  two  forcible  sorties  on  the  31st,  and 
although  repulsed,  it  was  not  without  considerable  slaughter.  Other 
accounts  state,  that  the  besieged  have  since  requested  leave  to  send  a 
messenger  to  Constantinople,  to  ask  instructions  concerning  surren¬ 
der,  which  permission  was  granted.  The  successful  incursion  of  the 
forces  of  the  Pacha  of  Widdin  into  Wallachia  is  also  related  with 
fuller  particulars;  but  it  seems  that  they  were  ultimately  repulsed, 
and  that  the  Russian  army  of  observation  is  strengthened  so  as  to  be 
able  to  act  offensively.  The  Emperor  Nicholas  left  Odessa  for 
Varna  on  the  4th  instant. 

Such  is  the  substance  of  the  official  intelligence  iust  received, 
which  confirms  the  now  very  general  opinion,  that  the  war  will  at 
Wait  la|t  another  campaign,  especially  as  all  the  accounts  from  Con¬ 
stantinople  speak  of  the  increasing  energy  of  the  Turkish  government, 
sad  the  rising  enthusiasm  of  the  people.  What  has  for  some  time 
f>ast  been  peobable  appears  now  to  be  evident,  iliat  it  was  owing  to 
the  firm  eonvictioD  or  the  Sultan,  that  the  leading  Powers  of  Europe 
t^auld  prevent  this  attempt  from  Russia,  that  such  an  apparent  want 
of  exertion  prevailed  in  the  first  instance.  Being  now  unde- 
oehed  in  this  respect,  the  Turks  act  like  a  people  who  feel  that 
the  stake  is  little  less  than  that  of  national  existence.  The  army  under 
the  Graxd  Vizier  is  reported  to  be  not  only  veir  numerous  but 
NelUappointed ;  and  Russia  must  clearly  put  out  all  her  strength,  to 
briog  the  war  to  a  successful  issue. 

Full  particulars  have  arrived  of  the  surrender  of  Madeira*  These 
otatements  amount  to  little  more  than  a  sickening  detail  of  the  tame 
^ipiation  of  the  armed  Constitutionalists  to  the  Portuguese  forces,

At  present  it  be^ns  to  be 
strongly  suspected,  that  his  Grace’s  profound  secrecy  is  a  case  of 
necessity,  having  no  plan  or  intentions  to  disclose.  A  story  in  keep¬ 
ing,  only  reading  do  for  iqy,  is  told  of  Foote  and  Macelin  :  the 
latter,  it  seems,  undertook  to  lecture  upon  the  drama,  elocution,  or 
something  of  that  sort;  and  Foote  attended,  as  the  lecturer  well 
knew,  to  laugh  at  him.

What  a  melancholy  thing  this  march  of 
intellect  is !  We  doubt  if  anything  short  of  Kenyon  or  Newcastle 
intellect  will  in  the  long-run  be  able  to  resist  it. 

All  the  French  papers  speak  of  the  cordial  manner  in  which  the 
King  of  France  has  been  received  by  his  subjects  on  his  late  tour. 
The  acclamations  of  the  Protetranif-^Djoying  equal  privileges,  be  it 
understood,  in  a  Catholic  land — is  said  to  have  excewingly  affected 
him.  Protestant  Kings,  when  thus  hailed,  not  for  favours  received, 
but  merely  justice  ho[^  for,  have  been  found  comparatively  insen¬ 
sible.  Never  family  has  been  morie  directly  and  indirectly  tutored 
into  sound  policy  than  the  French  reigning  branch  of  the  house  of 
Bourbon  ;  and  happily  it  seems  at  last  to  take  to  its  learning. 

Jamaica  Papers  to  the  5ih  ult.  have  arrived,  which  speak  of  a  war 
as  certain  between  Colombia  and  Peru.  It  is  said  that  Bolivar, 
now  supreme  Dictator,  will  command;  and  that  Santander  is  to  be 
tried  for  high  treason.  It  is  asserted  that  a  Spanish  expedition,  con¬ 
sisting  of  two  74>gun  ships,  with  2,500  troops,  is  about  to  make  an 
attempt  against  Mexico. 

It  is  unhappily  confirmed  that  the  yellow  fever  has  broken  out  gt 
Gibraltar;  the  gates  of  the  garrison  were  closed  on  the  5th  inst,, 
from  which  date  bills  of  health  were  refused  to  vessels  quitting  the 
place,— a  regulation  that  of  course  vvill  oblige  them  to  perform  qua¬ 
rantine.  _ 

There  are  different  rumours  afloat  respecting  the  subject  of  the  delibera¬ 
tions  of  the  Cabinet  Council  which  was  held  yesterday.  One,  which  will 
I  be  found  in  detail  in  another  part  of  our  paper,  refers  it  to  au  ioteution  of 
Russia  to  blockade  the  DardtaellM)  another,  to  which  we  are  more 
iuclined  to  give  credit,  ascribes  it  to  the  state  of  Ireland.  The  Attorney 
and  Solicitor- Generals  attended  the  meeting,  and  on  the  close  of  the 
Council  dispatches  were  sent  off  to  Dublin.— G/oAe,  Sept.  27. 

The  BlocVade  Law  of  this  country  is  about  to  be  put  to  a  still  harder  trial 
than  those  it  has  lately  surmounted.  We  have  heard  ttiat  informatiun  has  been 
r^eived  by  respectable  houses  engaged  in  the  Levant  trade,  that  Uie  Rus¬ 
sians  have  declared  the  Dardanelles  to  be  in  a  state  of  blockade.  This 
measure  is  chiefly  directed  against  this  country,  the  commerce  of  which  will 
suffer  severely  from  it.  The  Russians  are  very  indignant,  on  account  of  the 
military  stores  which  the  Turks  have  lately  purchased  in  this  country,  and 
•re  determined  that  our  ancient  Ally  shall  no  longer  have  this  resource.- 
Chronicle. 

It  is  confidently  reported  in  Mark  lane  this  afternoon,  that  Ministers 
^11,  by  Order  of  Council,  suspend  the  present  Corn  Law«  or  reduce  the 
import  duty.  Wheat  is  from  four  to  five  shillings  higher  to-day,  and  the 
factors  still  antfelpate  much  higher  prices,  particularly  in  the  spring  of 
1829.  We  give  this  report  as  we  receive  it,  but  we  doubt  whether  there 
is  aiw  foundation  for  the  rumour,  that  the  **  permanent  **  arrangement  of 
the  Corn  Laws  will  be  unsettled  within  six  months  of  its  adoption.  But 
it  cannot  be  concealed,  that  if  the  apprehensions  as  to  the  produce  of  the 
crop  be  confirmed,  there  is  great  reason  for  alarm.  The  best  foreign  wheat, 
in  bond,  and  therefore  subject  to  the  heavy  duty  now  payable,  of  25s.  8d., 
is  64r.  per  quarter,  and,  up  to  a  very  recent  time,  bonded  wheat  has  been 
erported  from  this  country  to  France.  Eveu  yet,  however,  we  presume 
greet  uncertainty  must  prevail  u  to  the  productiveness  of  our  own  narvest ; 
and  we  hope  the  fears  which  now  again  Mgin  to  prevail  may  prove  exag¬ 
ger  ated.—O  lobe — Friday .

ABvori^  ELBifnm.«-'A  Comupondcot  (8.,  of  Old  Ford)  maket  the 
icAlowing  obeervatiooa  on  tome  ttrictures  on  Dr  AmotVi  EUmaUs^coxi- 
Ufned  in  a  recent  Exomfner ;— >*  Too  much  precision  cannot  be  in 
works  on  what  are  termed  the  exact  sciences,  either  i>y  an  author  or  a 
critic;  and  1  think  it  is  probable  some  of  the  observations  on  storms,  and 
the  plan  for  sailinjt  under  water,  exceed  the  limits  of  mathematical 
decnoostnition  ;  but  I  see  no  particular  reason  to  doubt  the  account  of  the 
bells  of  St  Salvador  being  heard,  under  peculiar  circumstances,  at  the 
distance  of  100  miles  ;  and  if  bells  were  heard,  the  conclusion  that  those 
were  the  bells  is  neither  extravagant  nor  unphilosophical.— The  general 
hypothesis  that  sound  is  propagated  in  a  sphere  from  the  originating 
point,  and  subject  to  a  similar  reflection  to  light  and  moving  bodies, 
although  some  phenomena  may  remain  unexplained,  is  sufficiently  borne 
out  by  experiment  to  justify  its  application  in  the  present  instance.  Few 
persons  that  have  performed  coasting  voyages  but  will  admit  that  bells 
may  be  heard  ten  miles  at  sea  without  any  artificial  assistance  to  the 
ear supposing  the  human  ear  to  occupy  a  space  of  four  sc^uare  inches, 
which  is  quite  as  much  as  it  does,  the  aerial  pulsations  which  fall  upon 
that  space,  at  10  miles,  would  at  100  miles  extend  over  400  square  inches, 
being  as  the  squares  of  the  distances — I.  e.  1  to  100 — and  the  intensity 
of  the  sound  would  be  diminished  proportionably— but  if  these  can  be 
yecondensed  without  loss,  the  sound  at  100  miles  would  be  equally 
intense  as  at  10  miles.-— This  however  allows  nothing  for  disturbing 
causes,  which  exist  at  sea  as  well  as  land,  though  in  a  mnch  less  degree. 
Suppose  the  sail  acting  as  a  reflector  contains  900  square  feet ;  400  square 
inches  is  less  than  3  square  feet ;  so  that  have  300  times  the  reflecting 
space  absolutely  necessary  for  the  phenomenon,  were  everything  in  the 
best  possible  state  for  the  experiment.— It  may  be  objected  that,  if  this 
be  correct,  such  occurrences  should  take  place  very  frequently;  but 
1  should  hardly  rank  the  sail  of  a  ship  amongst  good  reflectors,  it  being 
porous,  and  therefore  allowing  an  escape  of  part  of  the  sound ; — all  other 
founds  also  tend  to  disturb  any  particular  one >moreover,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  relative  position  of  the  reflecting  body,  and  the  originating  cause 
of  sound,  should  be  such  as  to  receive  a  considerable  portion  of  tlie 
agitated  air,  and  that  the  degree  and  position  of  the  concavity  of  the  sail 
be  such  as  to  bring  the  sound  to  a  focus  somewhere  that  was  accessible 
to  the  auditors; — whence  arises  the  circumstance  of  its  only  being  heard 
on  one  part  of  the  deck.— The  fact  being  possible,  which  I  think  must  be 
admitted,  the  relative  positions  and  coincidence  of  time  fully  iustifles  the 
conclusion  as  to  the  identity  of  the  sounds,  and  the  Doctor's  *  therefore.*  ** 

The  late  Mr  William  Gif^oro.— We  believe  it  is  not  generally 
known  that  Mr  Gifford,  for  many  years,  not  only  resided  with  the  late 
Lord  Grosvenor,  but  that  he  regularly  accompanied  his  Lordship  to 
Newmarket  races,  and  was  himself  a  considerable  Mporting  man  on  the 
turf.  One  of  Mr  Giflbrd's  most  confldential  friends  in  those  days  was 
the  respectable  Mr  Weatherby,  of  Oxendon  street,  the  publisher  of  the 
Sporting  Calendar,  At  his  house  Gifford  frequently  dined,  in  the 
company  of  tlie  leading  jockeys,  from  whom  he  gained  considerable 
information,  to  the  advantage  of  his  noble  patron,  and  for  his  own  benefit. 
On  one  particular  race,  however,  Gifford  was  most  sanguine,  and  risked 
upon  the  event  of  it  all  that  he  possessed,  and  rattier  more  than  all. 
This  race  Gifford  lost,  and  in  order  to  make  up  his  differences  on  the 
day  of  reckoning,  he  was  obliged  to  borrow  fifty  pounds  from  a  friend, 
upon  the  credit  of  an  edition  of  the  Baviad  and  Maviad,  then  on  the 
point  of  being  published  in  one  volume.  Subsequently  Gifford  was 
very  fortunate  on  the  turf,  and  a  portion  of  the  great  wealth  of  which 
he  died  poeeessed  was  derived  from  this  source. — Morning  Chronicle,

per  annum — a  thing  unmatched  in  the  history  of  the  world!  Even 
this  does  not  give  a  complete  idea  of  the  number  of  individuals  Govern¬ 
ment  is  able  to  provide  for,  sinoe  there  are  many  public  funcliooiries 
whose  gains  are  derived  from  fees,  or  from  eroolnmenta  which  attach  to 
the  office,  without  regard  to  the  personal  abilities  of  the  person  who 
fills  it.

SviciDBs  IE  Paeis.— M.  Falret,  a  doctor  of  medicine,  has  prepsred 
from  official  records  a  curious  memoir  on  the  suicides  in  Psris,  from  1794 
|o  182S.  In  these  90  years  the  whole  number  of  attempted  suicides,  dis¬ 
covered  by  the  police,  was  6,782,  of  which  4,720  were  effected.  This 
amouats  to  S2S  per  annum  on  an  average,  but  the  number  has  been 
iocreasing ;  in  the  ten  years  ending  1803,  it  was  107  per  annum  )  and  in 
tbs  ten  years  ending  1823,  it  was  334.  Of  the  6,782  persons  who 
attempted  suicide,  only  1,695,  or  aboat  one-fourth,  were  living  in  the  state 
of  legitimate  marriage  ;  and  when  we  consider  how  small  comparatively 
the  number  of  the  unmarried  is  at  those  periods  of  life  at  which  the  act  is 
generally  committed,  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  proportion  of  suicides 
among  persons  living  single  is  ten  times  as  great  as  among  those  who  are 
msrried.  This  affords  a  hint  to  **  celebataires.**  In  the  ten  years  ending 
1823,  the  whole  number  was  3340  >  and  of  these  it  is  surprising  to  find 
that  181  msra  under  fifteen  peart  of  age  f  and  479  between  fifteen  and 
twenty  1  But  the  age  at  which  suicide  is  most  common  is  between 
35  and  45,  the  number  for  that  period  being  2370,  or  two-thirds  of  the 
whole.  Tlie  modes  of  destruction  resorted  to  (in  the  whole  30  years) 
were  as  follows:— Drowning, 2v4^t  fire-arms,  l,135f  precipitation  from 
a  height,  872;  strangulation,  838 1  charcoal  vapour,  465;  poison,  390; 
cutting  or  stabbing,  634.— 1346  cases  of  suicide  were  attributed  to  phy¬ 
sics!  causes  (disease,  wounds,  or  bodily  infirmity,  we  presume);  and 
476  to  drunkenness.— Of  those  which  were  attributed  to  moral  causes, 
the  following  is  the  table  given  by  the  police:— Crossed  in  love,  97  men, 
157  women  ;  jealousy,  39  men,  53  women  ;  mortified  pride,  27  men, 
27  women ;  calumny  and  loss  of  reputation,  97  men,  28  women  ;  remorse, 
87 men,  12  women;  disappointed  ambition,  110  men,  12  women ;  reverse 
of  fortune,  283  men,  39  women;  gaming,  141  men,  14  women  ;  other 
•pedes  of  misconduct,  208  men,  79  women  ;  domestic  chagrins,  524  men, 
804  women  ;  misery  (misere),  511  men,  394  women  ;  fanaticism,  1  man, 
15  women ;  misanthropy,  3  men.— Seoftman.

of  tlie  10th  of  May,  which  was  received  in  London  on  Wednesday,  con¬ 
tains  a  proclamation  of  the  Governor,8ir  G.  Lowry  Cole,  expressing  severe 
censure  on  the  conduct  of  the  individuals  who  had  publicly  insulted  Sir 
Hudson  Lowe  some  days  before.  The  Governor  looks  upon  the  insult  in 
no  leas  light  tlian  as  one  offered  to  the  very  person  of  the  King,  inasmuch  as 
Sir  Hudson  wore  the  full  dress  of  an  English  General  Officer  at  the  time 
it  was  offered.  **  Had  this  cowardly  and  illiberal  outrage  (he  says)  been 
offered  by  a  lawless  rabble,  it  might  have  been  set  down  to  the  account  of 
ignorant  brutality  I  but,  when  it  is  known  to  have  proceeded  from  per- 
aooa  of  education  and  reflection— from  individuals  connected  with  the 
most  respectable  families  in  the  colony,  it  is  impossible  for  his  Excellency 
not  to  suspect  that  there  are  stronger  grounds  than  he  was  willing  to

The  following  particulars  of  the  treatment  of  Sir  Hudson  Lowe  at  the 
Mauritius,  are  given  in  a  letter  from  Port  Louis,  dated  May  2,  in  the 
Jommul  du  Commerce ^  We  have  had  for  three  days  a  visit  from  Sir 
Hudson  Lowe,  bn  his  return  from  his  Government  of  Ceylon.  On  the 
announcement  of  his  arrival  the  population  was  filled  with  anger,  indig¬ 
nation  was  painted  on  their  faces, and  he  was  overwhelmed  with  humilia¬ 
tions  by  the  youth  .of  the  Mauritius.  On  the  day  of  his  debarkation, 
which  had  been  Qxed  for  the  30th  April,  at  noon,  a  great  crowd  had 
assembled,  but 'the  Governor  foreseeing  what  might  happen,  and  being 
alarmed  at  the  freedom  with  which  the  populace  expressed  their  opinions, 
arranged!  for  the  landing  to  take  place  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  the  salute  was  not  fired  until  Sir  Hudson  Lowe  was  already  in  the 
boose  of  the  Governor.  By  this  arrangement,  few  persons  saw  the  land¬ 
ing.  The  news,  however,  had  no  sooner  spread,  than  about  2,000 
assembled  before  the  Government  house,  and  uttered  tumultuous  and 
contemptuous  expressions.  The  Governor  made  his  appearance,  and 
ordered  the  officer  on  guard  to  drive  back  the  populace,  which  was 
accomplished  with  great xlifficully,  the  most  insulting  cries  against  Sir 
Hudson  Lowe  being  uttered  by  lliem  as  they  retired.  On  the  third  day, 
when  lip  was  to  leave  Manritiiis,  a  direct  attack  upon  him  was  projected. 
On  the  2nd  of  May,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  he  quitted  the 
Government- house  without  escort,  accompanied  only  by  his  Aid-de- 
C'amp-  Grpups  of  the  populace  bad  been  assembled  as  early  as  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  ;  and  when  he  saw  them  he  demanded  an  escort, 
which,  however,  was  not  granted.  The  Governor  did  not  accompany 
bim,  and  bad, even  set  out  the  preceding  evening  for  bis  country-house. 
Sir  Hudson  Lowe  was  hissed  and  hooted,  and  the  most  humiliating 
epithets  were  bestowed  upon  bim  by  the  crowd  ;  and  they  even  went  so 
far  as  to  theow  alouea  and  6Mi  a|  biaa,  Sevetwl  ywwwg  men  put  their 
fists  into  bis  face,  calling  bim  at  the  same  time,  executioner,  assassin, 
wild  beast,  aod  cannibal."  At  length  the  populace  were  getting  so 
enraged  as  to  be  on  the  point  of  tearing  him  to  pieces,  when  he  arrived  at 
his  boat  (.he  was  booted  and  stoned  as  long  as  he  remained  in  sight. 
Ttie  English  remained  passive  |  but  Sir  Hudson  Lowe  did  not  escape  the 
contempt  of  bis’eompat  riots."

He  replied,"  Friend,  you  do  not  well  to  trample  on  a  dyinr 
man.**— When  Mr  Cooke  was  cut  down  and  brought  to  be  quartered 
Colonel  Turner  called  to  the  Sheriff*^  man  to  bring  Mr  Petars  near  that 
he  might  see  it !  And  by  and  by  the  hangman  came  to  hiaa,  all  besmeared 
with  blood ;  and  rubbing  his  bloody  bands  together,"lM  tauntinelv 
asked,"  Come,  how  do  you  like  this^  Mr  Peters  ?  how  do  you  like  this 
work  ?'*  To  whom  ke  replied,  "lam  not,  I  thank  God !  terrified  at  iit 
you  may  do  your  worst."  "  Such  (says  Mr  Ruti)  were  the  ssuguiam 
triumphs  of  a  restored  Royal  Legitimate,  and  such  was  the  closing  sceae 
dreadful  yet  dignified,  in  the  life  of  a  man  to  whose  name  and  memory 
Edmund  Burke,  on  a  remarkable  occasion,  cotild  offer  nothing  but  as 
eloquent  invective.  But  Hugh  Peters  appears  to  have  been  a  public, 
spirited  patriot,  and  Edmund  Burke  was  earning  a  Royal  pensioa->due 
indeed  to  his  talents,  though  dearly  purchased  by  his  courtly  applicsiioo 
of  them.” 

English  Wars. — Of  127  years,  terminating  in  1815,  England  spent 
65  in  war,  and  62  in  peace.  The  war  of  1688,  after  lasting  nine  year*, 
and  raising  our  expenditure  in  that  period  to  thirty-six  milKont,  was, 
ended  by  the  treaty  of  Ryswick  in  I607,  Then  came  the  war  of  tke 
Spanish  succession,  which  began  in  1702,  concluded  in  1713,  and 
absorbed  sixty-two  and  a  half  millions  of  our  money.  Next  wu  tbe 
Spanish  war  of  1739,  settled  finally  at  Aix-la-Chapelle  in  1748,  after 
costing  os  nearly  fifty-four  millions.  Then  came  the  Seven  Years'  War 
of  1756,  which  terminated  with  the  treaty  of  Paris  in  1763,  in  the  course 
of  whicii  we  spent  112  millions.  The  next  was  the  American  War  of 
1775,  which  lasted  eight  years.  Our  national  expenditure  in  this  ttme 
was  136  millions.  The  French  Revolutionary  War  begau  in  1793, 
lasted  nine  years,  and  exhibited  an  expenditure  of  464  millions.  Tbe 
war  against  Bonaparte  began  in  1803,  and  ended  in  1815.  During  those 
twelve  years,  we  spent  1159  millions:  771  of  which  were  rai»ed  by 
taxes,  388  by  loans.  In  the  Revolutionary  War  we  borrowed  201 
millions;  in  the  American,  104  millions;  in  the  Seven  Years'  War,  64 
millions  ;  in  the  Spanish  War  of  1739,  29  millibns;  in  the  War  of  the 
Spanish  BUCcetiaiQn,S2§  millions  ;  in  the  war  of  1668,20  millions:— total 
borrowed  in  the  seven  wars,  during  65  years,  about  834  millioua.  In 
the  same  time  we  raised  by  taxes  1189  millions;  thus  for mieg  •  total 
expenditure  of  2023  millions !— Lontfois  Weekly  Review,

IFALLING  OF  TWO  HOUSES,  AND  CONSEQUENT  DEATHS 
OF  THREE  PERSONS. 

Wa  have  now  almost  every  week  to  record  the  loss  of  life,  limh,  and 
property,  by  the  sudden  falling  of  houses  left  in  a  dilapidsted  and  dan* 
geroas  condRioo.  Is  there  no  official  person,  no  District  or  Parochial 
Surveyor,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  such  buildings  are  either  repaired 
or  abandoned  ?  '  If  there  be,  that  duty  ia  most  shamefully  neglected,  for 
life  after  life  ia  sacrificed,  and  yet  the  mischief  is  a  growing  one. 
Perhaps  there  is  no  penalty  annexed  to  its  non-performance  |  and  we  all 
koow,  that  in  that  cMe  every  office  become!  a  mere  sinecure,  maintained 
It  the  cost  of  the  public  for  the  gratification  of  usually  one  of  its  leaal 
Ivsrthy  members.  This  should  be  looked  to,  for  the  evil  has  become 
lulling.— The  following  sre  the  melancholy  and  affecting  particulars 
'  the  catastrophe  which  has  called  forth  these  observations The 
eident  took  place  on  Wednesday  afternoon  in  Exeter  street.  Strand, 
^hout  half-past  two  a  creaking  noiae  was  heard,  and  in  a  moment  after, 
ills  bouses  Nos.  4  and  5  fell  in  with  a  dreadfol  crash,  the  ruins  rushing 
'iih  great  farce  against  the  opposite  houses.  It  was  known  that  the 
iouse  No.  5  was  inhabited  by  a  large  family  of  the  name  of  Stokes,  and 
rri(Msappehensiooa  wejre  entertained  that  the  whole  of  them  would  fall  a 
icrifice.  It  fortunately  happened  that  excavations  in  Catherine  and 
fydgci  streets  were  going  on,  aa  in  a  few  minutes  upwards  of  50  able 
were  at  work  in  clearing  away  the  ruins.  Tlie  first  body  taken  out 
lu  that  of  a  carman  named  Ntavet  f  thia  poor  fellow  was  taking  in  a 
of  bricks  directly  under  the  hotiae  No.  4,  when  the  two  liouaes  fell, 
id  be  WM  killed  instantly,  his  skull  being  dreadfully  crushed,  and  other 
irts  of  his  person  bruised  in  a  shocking  manner.  A  carpenter  in  the 
^ployiaeoi  of  Mr  Peto,  the  contractor  for  the  new  great  sewer,  named 
'orrall,  had  a  narrow  escape.  He  was  standing  by  the  cart,  when  he 
iw  the  houses  falling,  alooped  down  under  the  wheel,  and  was  protected 
"'the  body  of  the  cart  from  being  crusited  by  the  ruins.  ,  Mr  Wrench, 
‘  ^^dian  was  passing  at  the  ivuMnenI,  and  had  just  lime  to  escape 
luM.  After  digging  ibr  about  half  an  hour,  a  faint  cry  was  heard,  and 
*  ww  momenla  an  aged  woman,  named  EdgeUy,  was  found ;  her  left 
several  places,  and  she  was  otherwise  severely

herself,  her  two  brothers,  Frederick,  aged  9  years,  and  Francis,  aged  9 
months  (the  infant  killed)  her  sister  Selina,  aged  7  (the  little  girl  saved) 
and  Mrs  Edgeley,78  years  of  age.  Her  father,  fortunately,  had  gone  out  * 
about  half  an  hour  previous  to  the  occurrence.  She  and  her  mother,  and 
Francis’ and  Selina,  were  in  the  first  door,  and  Frederick  was  going  down 
stairs,  when  a  tremendous  noise  was  heard,  and  in  a  moment  they  were 
all  overwhelmed.  At  the  time  she  was  taken  out,  the  cry  of  a  lad  was 
heard,  and,  in  a  short  time,  the  men  employed  made  a  way  to  the  apol  , 
where  the  boy  Frederick  was  buried  beneath  the  ruins ;  but,  fortunately, 
he  was  preserved  by  some  timbers  falling  croMwaya,  so  as  to  prevent  tlte 
rubbish  from  smothering  him.  The  poor  fellow  could  be  distinctly  seen  ' 
with  the  aid  of  a  candle.  He  was  however  so  hemmed  in,  that  to  * 
extricate  him  wjia  impossible  without  sawing  the  beams  by  which  ha  waa  • 
protected  asunder,  and  in  doing  this,  great  caution  and  judgment  were 
necessary,  to  prevent  the  rubbish  from  falling  in  upon  and  auffocatiug 
him.  Every  cheering  assuranco  was  given  him  that  he  would  be 
extricated,  and  the  boy  answered  with  perfect  cheerfulness,  and  only 
begged  for  water.  This  was  administered  to  him  by  tobacco  pipes  and 
quills,  and  he  exhibited  an  uncommon  degreo  of  fortitude  during  upwards 
of  three  hours.  At  length  it  was  resolved  to  commence  digging  away  tha  • 
rubbish  immediately  over  the  spot  where  the  boy  was  lyiog,'  and  in  leM 
than  ten  minutes  a  clear  way  was  made,  and  the  lad  was  brought  to  the 
open  air.  The  fate  of  the  boy  had  excited  very  intense  interest,  and  * 
when  he  was  brought  frbm  liis  perilous  situation  the  most  enthusiastic 
cheering  was  heard.  He  was  found  to  be  free  from  fracture,  but  liis  head 
was  much  bruised,  and  he  appeared  to  suffer  from  extreme  thirst,  and  a  t 
considerable  degree  of  fever.  He  enquired  very  anxiously  after  the 
family.  While  he  was  under  the  ruins  he  said  several  limes  to  the  men  i 
who  conversed  with  him,  **  Never  mind,  don't  hurry,  I  shall  get  out 
presently."  It  was  ascertained  before  this  boy  was  dug  out  that  his  poor 
mother  had  been  killed,  her  body  being  discovered  with  the  Imad  com¬ 
pletely  jammed  to  pieces  between  two  heavy  joists  of  timber.  The  bouse 
No.  4  was  occupied  by  Mr  Stokes,  a  decayed  publican,  and  hit  family,  . 
whose  wife  and  infant  children  have  unfortunately  fallen  victims  to  thia 
accident.  The  distress  of  the  unfortunate  man,  on  returning  heme,  may 
be  easily  conceived.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  5Ir  Thurston,  t 
the  cabinet-maker  of  Catherine  street,  and  Mr  Callahan,  of  Exttar 
street,  for  I  hair  exertions  during  the  aftemoon.  Tue  house  of  the  latter  * 
waa  open  for  the  reception  of  the  sufferers,  and  every  possible  aooontmoT 
dation  provided  for  them.  The  churcliwardens  and  vestry-clerk  of  . 
St  Paul,  Covent  garden,  hfessrs  Crihb,  Turqer,  and  Corder,  wero  in  at¬ 
tendance,  and  undertook  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  labourers,  the  expenses  of 
the  medical  gentlemen,  and  refreshments  for  all  those  assisting  on  the 
!  awful  occasion.  The  buildings  were  in  a  most  dilapidated  slate.  The 
following  ia  a  summary ’of  the  whole  of  the  aufferersi— Mrs  Edgeley, 
seriously  injured,  and  in  a  doubtful  atsie;  Thomas  Ntaves,  deadt 
Francis  Stokes,  an  infant,  dead  {  Mra  Stokes,  dead  t  Frederick  Stokes, 
Elisabeth  Stokes,  and  Selina  Stokes,  ail  likely  to  recover.  On  Thursday, 
as  soon  as  it  waa  daylight,  the  workmen  resumed  their  labours  to 
extricate  the  body  of  Mrs  Stokes.  At  twenty  minutes  to  tan,  the  oorpEB 
was  exiricsted,  and  preaetUed  a  most  appalling  spectacle  t  Ibe  faoe  wat 
ao  dreadfully  mutilated  and  couuiletaly  black,  that  not  a  fealtira  could  ho 
disiingiiislied.  The  elder  dauguter  and  htr  brother  say  that  during  the 
time  they  were  buried  in  the  ruina  they  could  distinctly  hear  averyiiiiiig 
that  was  going  forward  in  the  street,  and  that  they  spoke  to  their  uiolUer, 
but  obtained  no  answer. 

On  Thursday  two  separata  Inquests  were  held— one  on  tlie  body 
of  iVsoeet,  the  other  on  those  of  fi/is.  Siuket  and  her  infant.  l"lie 
Jurors  having  viewed  the  bodies,  Thomas  Worrall,  a  carpenter,  tes¬ 
tified,  that  for  several  monllis  past,  he  had  often  observed  to  his  fel- 
low-workmen,  that  the  houses.  Not.  4  and  5,  in  Exeter  street*  ought 
to  be  pulled  down,  they  were  in  aucli  a  terrible  slate  of  dilapidation,  tlia 
limbers  were  so  rotten,  and  the  top  hung  over  ao  as  to  ilirealeii  iho 
passengers.  He  then  described  their  falling  down  oa  Wednesday.— 
James  Stokes,  the  husband  of  the  poor  woman  killed,  said  he  dia  not 
think  the  bouse  was  in  a  dangerous  condition,  or  he  diouid  not  have 
suffered  his  family  to  have  renmioed  in  it.— Mr  Corder,  the  Vesiry-Oerk 
of  Covent  Garden  Parish,  said,  the  houses  in  queatioo  had  been  cxmi- 
demned  twice,  ilie  first  time  aevm  jteers  ego  |  end  it  was  owiag  to  eama 
lUtU  neglect  of  duly  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  tliea  in  ofliee,  arisiag 
no  doubt  from  a  reluctance  to  eot  even  with  the  appearance  of  hanrhinesi, 
that  the  premises  were  not  then  preaeated  in  the  regular  way  and  pulled 
down,  ea  thay  might  have  been  eecording  to  lew. — Mr  Thomas,  the 
Constable,  staled,  that  in  consequence  of  the  present  calamity, he  had  ex¬ 
amined  the  stale  of  the  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood^  when  he 
found  14  of  iliemooeopied  by  persona  who  paid  no  rent  |  in  one  were  eight 
families,  in  another  five,  and  ao  oo  t  and  some  of  the  hoaaoe  were  ia  such 
a  stale  of  dilapidation,  that  any  violani  jar  in  Iho  street,  from  the  pemege 
of  a  heavy  vehicle,  would  bring  them  down.  He  had  appMad  to  the  Bow 
street  Magiatrates,  and  Mr  Mioaliull  promised  to  interfere  if  legal 
evidence  was  brought  forward. — Mr  Roche,  the  repreaenlefive  of  Messrs 
Meux,  staled  that  those  gentlemen  had  no  properly  in  the  fallen  bouses, 
and  nothing  wliaiever  to  do  with  thsni  t  Ihs  premises  belooged  to  tbo 
Marquis  of  Cxsier.— Mr  Lee,  tho  Ux-ool  lector,  said,  that  six  or  so  van 
years  ago  hs  thought  tbo  housos  ia  question  wars  so  ^agorous,  that  ha 
was  afraid  to  go  into  them.  Both  tnqussts  were  adjourned. 

Oa  Friday,  the  Jury  having  re-aesembled  to  eaqalrt  concerning  tb# 
deaths  of  Elis,  sad  Fraoois  Siokss,  further  evideaee  wee  given. 

OesTfs  Umtk  waa  sworn,  and  staled  that  he  lived  at  No,  15  Exeltr  *

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years  a  fireman  in  the  Pboanix  Fire  OflBce,  and  was  well  acqnainied  with 
the  nature  of  building.  In  July  lait,  seeing  a  board  outside* ifee  house 
that  was  the  Blaclc.amoor*s  Head,  advertising  that  and  the  next  liouse  to 
be  let,  he  thought  the  premises  might  suit  him,  and  he  examined  them. 

He  then  saw  that  they  were  in  a  dreadfully  dilapidated  state,  and  told 
Stokes  they  were  not  safe.  He  went  to  Mr  Bell,  of  No.  10  Oxford  street, 
the  gentleman  referred  to  npon  the  board,  and  who  was  agent  to  the 
great  brewers,  Meux  and  Co. 

,Mr  Roche  :  How  do  you  know  that  fact  1 

Heath :  How  do  I  know  it  ?  Why,  because  I  was  afterwards  at  the 
brewhouse,  and  they  acknowledged  it.  But  I  shall  not  answer  your 
questions,  Sir.  You  have  no  right  to  question  me.  Any  interrogatory 
necessary  to  be  put  to  me  must  be  put  through  the  coroner. 

Mr  Roche:  Very  well:  now  we  understand  each  other. 

Heath :  Perhaps  we  do.  You  may  cross«question  me  as  much  as  you 
please.  1  know  your  object)  but  you  will  never  get  me  to  deviate  from 
the  truth.  Witness  continued  He  told  Mr  Bell  what  a  horrid  state  the 
houses  were  in.  Mr  Bell  said  the  firm  wished  to  let  the  two  houses 
together,  for  the  term  of  the  lease  yet  unexpired  (witness!  believed 
5§  years)  at  601.  per  annum.  He  offered  SOI.  and  to  lay  out  lOOf.  upon 
tlie  premises ;  but  the  offer  was  rejected. 

CoaoNBn:  Do  you  mean  to  swear  that  the  buildings  were  at  that  time 
unsafe. 

Witneit :  1  do ;  but  if  the  firm  would  have  let  them  to  me  at  a  fair  rent, 

I  would  have  made  them  secure,  and  the  lives  of  the  poor  creatures,  now 
no  more,  would  have  been  spared.  My  only  reason  for  not  taking  the 
premises  on  the  terms  offered  by  Mr  Bell,  was,  they  were  unsafe,  and 
that,  in  fact,  I  expected  they  would  tumble  down. 

Coroher:  Did  you  tell  Mr  Bell  your  opinion  of  the  state  of  the 
houses 

Witne$$:  I  did  at  tlie  time. 

Mr  Bell  t  (the  witness  having  signed  his  deposition)  said,^  Should  you 
know  Mr  Bell  if  you  saw  him  ?** 

WUnestt  If  1  am  not  much  mistaken,  you  are  the  gentleman. 

Mr  Belli  You  are  right  there  )  but  1  wish  you  would  confine  yourself 
to  the  truth. 

fVUnett  s  The  truth.  Sir  1  So  1  do  t  1  never  depart  from  the  truth,  and 
you  have  no  right  to  say  I  do.  You  are  a  greater  man  than  I  am,  Sir ;  but 
I  am  as  square  with  the  world  as  you,  thank  God,  though  1  am  in  a  hum¬ 
ble  sphere  of  life. 

Mr  Abraham  Altwellf  a  esrpenter  in  Burleigh  street,  deposed  that  he 
had  been  in  treaty  with  Meux  and  Co.  for  the  two  houses, five  or  six  weeks 
ago,  and  had  told  Mr  Latham,  and  also  Mr  Roche,  the  Solicitor  of  the 
firm,  of  the  dangerous  state  of  the  premises. 

Mr  Latham,  partner  in  the  house  of  Meux  and  Co.  stated  that  having 
lent  7001.  to  the  occupier  of  No.  5  Exeter  street,  when  it  was  a  public- 
house,  they  paid  the  rent  to  the  Exeter  estate,  in  order  to  preserve  the 
cimnce  of  recovering  the  license  (although  that  had  been  frequently 
refused)  and  of  thereby  keeping  their  security.  In  reply  to  a  juror,  Mr 
Latham  declared,  that  he  never  was  personally  informed  of  the  houses 
being  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  except  by  Mr  Attwell,  who,  being  in 
treaty  for  the  premises,  was  rather  a  questionable  authority,  as  it  was  his 
interest  to  endeavour  to  reduce  the  value  as  much  as  possible.  He  never 
received  any  official  notice  of  the  dilapidated  state  of  the  houses  from  a 
surveyor. 

Mr  John  Lee  stated  that  he  was  the  Collector  of  the  King's  taxes  for 
the  parish  of  Covent  garden.  He  had  applied  at  the  brewery  of  Meux 
and  Co.  for  the  taxes,  and  had  been  told  that  the  house  was  not  inha¬ 
bited.  He  found  a  number  of  paupers  in  the  house,  and  he  observed 
tliat  the  building  was  so  ruinous,  that  he  was  glad  to  get  his  body  out  of 
it  with  a  whole  skin.  He  had  informed  Messrs  Meux  and  Co.  of  the 
dangerous  state  of  the  premises,  every  time  he  called  on  them. 

Tne  Jury  returned  a  verdict  o^Aeeidmial  Death  by  the  falling  of 
the  houses.  They  else  wished  to  give  adeodaud  of  l,000f.  and  a?ter- 
wards  of  5001.,  but  the  Coroner  informed  them  they  could  not  give  a 
deodand  of  greater  amount  then  the  value  of  the  property  which  fell, 
and  eaused  the  deaths  of  the  deceased  persons.  The  Jury  were  of  opi¬ 
nion  that  Messrs  Meux  and  Co.  were  deserving  of  censure,  for  not  having 
the  premises  rendared  safe  to  the  occupants,  and  eventually  they  ordered 
thf  whole  of  the  ruins  of  the  two  houses  to  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown  as  a 
depdaad. 

The  Inquest  on  the  body  of  Neaves  the  carter  was  also  resumed ;  the 
aame  evidence  was  given  as  on  the  other  inquest  |  and  the  Jury  returned 
the  following  Verdict  Acmdental  death,  eaused  by  the  falling  of  the 
two  liouses)  and  further,  that  culpable  neglect  is  attached  to  the  parish 
of&eers  belonging  to  St  Fsul,  Covent  garden,  in  not  surveying  and  en¬ 
forcing  the  thorough  repair  of  the  raid  prembet,  which  have  Wen  in  a 
very  dilapidated  state  for  many  years  past,  and  held  by  Messrs  Henry 
Meux  and  Co.,  and  that  ths  materials  of  the  said  houses  so  fallen  were 
moving  to  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Neaves,  end  that  the  same  are  of 
the  value  of  50/.  and  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Henry  Meux  and  Co.,

The  Ubie  ^eeMiterelly  covered  with  moneT  ^ 
time  after  the  decision,  one  of  the  witnesses  appeared  at  the  Hill 
and  complained  of  a  serious  species  of  revenge  retorted  to  against  hi  * 
Three  watermen  seized  hiihaahe  was  leaving  the  Hall,  sho^d  himio?^ 
a  coach,  and  entering  along  with  him,  ordered  the  coachman  to  drive  off 
as  fast  u  he  could.  The  coach  flew  along,  and  they  clapped  their  hands 
upon  his  mouth,  and  prevented  him  from  calling  out.  At  last  they  retched 
a  turnpike.  The  witness  made  the  turnpike  roan  hear  him  cry  oet 
“  murder.”  The  turnpike  man  asked  what  was  the  matter  ?  They  re. 
plied,  that  they  were  taking  an  unfortunate  comrade,  who  wu insane,  to  t 
mad  house.  The  witness  cried  out  he  was  not  road,  but  that  be  had’iott 
punished  his  assailants,  who  were  about  to  serve  him  out  for  it.  Thn  put 
an  end  to  the  journey ;  but  the  assailants,  opening  the  d^,  flang 
the  witness  head  foremost,  and  returned  in  high  spirits.  Meuures  were 
taken  to  punish  the  offenders. 

On  Monday  an  inquest  was  held  at  the  Shill ingford  bridge  public honse, 
on  view  of  the  body  of  ifr  Qeerge  DaUmer^  fote  of  Wallingford,  h 
appeared  that  the  deceased,  who  was  a  lieuteflant  in  the  Oxford^re 
militia,  and  about  fifty  years  of  age,  had  been  much  embarrassed  in  pecu¬ 
niary  matters,  and  on  Thursday,  after  having  conversed  with  a  tradesman 
of  the  town,  who  pressed  him  for  the  payment  of  his  bill,’  he  abruptly 
left  the  house,  declaring  with  great  agitation  that  his  **  mind  wsi  io 
purgatory.”'  Since  that  time  he  had  not  been  heard  of  until  Sunday, 
when  the  bodv  of  the  unfortunate  man  was  discovered  in  a  ditch,  nest 
Benson  Pound,  about  a  mile  from  the  town.  His  coat,  hat,  and  walking- 
stick,  were  lying  in  a  ^antation  of  willows  close  to  the  spot.  Verdict— 
**  Found  Drowned.”  The  deceased  was  nearly  related  to  gentlemea  of 
high  standing  in  the  army. 

Diamond  cut  Diamond. — Several  diamond-merchants  and  jewellen 
have  recently  been  greatly  imposed  upon  by  a  young  dealer  in  their  com 
moditiea,  who,  by  artful  repreaentations,  and  punctual  payments  for  a 
abort  period,  waa  considered  by  them  such  a  jewel  of  a  man,”  and  got 
so  into  their  good  graces,  that  he  readily  found  his  way  into  their  book^ 
to  one  he  owes  to  the  amount  of  3,500/.— to  another,  4,000/.— to  a  third, 
5,000/.  and  to  others  considerable  sums.  He  has,  they  say,  in  no  rery 
long  time,  disposed  of  about  50,000/.  worth  of  precious  stones,  jewel¬ 
lery,  &c.  The  diamonds,  Ac.  he  broke  up  and  sold  at  a  low  rate,  sad 
the  plate  he  transformed  by  means  of  the  crucible,  so  that  none  of  the 
property  could  be  identified.  After  sparkling  away  by  those  methods  for 
some  time,  a  sudden  declaration  of  insolvency  has  at  once  diminished  hk 
lustre  and  darkened  the  countenances  of  his  creditors.
